DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examination of tliis application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution.

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant's 
claims do not follow standard USPTO practice. Appropriate correction is required. 
The following is from the Manual of Patent Examination Procedure (MPEP), chapter 
600, section 608.01 (m), "Form of Claims": 

The claim or claims must commence on a separate physical sheet or electronic 
page and should appear after the detailed description of the invention. Any sheet 
including a claim or portion of a claim may not contain any other parts of the application 
or other material. While there is no set statutory form for claims, the present Office 
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practice is to insist tliat each claim must be the object of a single sentence starting with 
"I (or we) claim," "The invention claimed is" (or the equivalent). If, at the time of 
allowance, the quoted terminology is not present, it is inserted by the Office of Patent 
Publication. Each claim begins with a capital letter and ends with a period. Periods may 
not be used elsewhere in the claims except for abbreviations. See Fressola v. Manbeck, 
36 USPQ2d 121 1 (D.D.C. 1995). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or 
steps, each element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation, 37 
CFR 1 .75(i).

Many of the difficulties encountered in the 
prosecution of patent applications after final rejection may be alleviated if each applicant 
includes, at the time of filing or no later than the first reply, claims varying from the 
broadest to which he or she believes he or she is entitled to the most detailed that he or 
she is willing to accept. Claims should preferably be arranged in order of scope so that 
the first claim presented is the least restrictive. All dependent claims should be grouped 
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together with the claim or claims to which they refer to the extent practicable. Where 
separate species are claimed, the claims of like species should be grouped together 
where possible. Similarly, product and process claims should be separately grouped. 
Such arrangements are for the purpose of facilitating classification and examination. 

5. Claim 1 recites the limitation "high speed revolving disc" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. Claim 2 recites the limitations "gas/air" and "nozzles" in lines 1 and 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. There is a typographical 
error in line 4 of claim 2. The words "take of should be either "takeoff' or "take-off". 

7. Claim 2 recites the limitation "simulating the escape". It is not clear if the valves 
are actually releasing gas/air and if the subject matter is meant to claim that the valves 
are not releasing gas/air, it is not clear how the disk produces thrust. Further, it is not 
necessary to include the alternative "air", since "gas" is a broader term and includes air. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in tliis or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 
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8. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
al. (U.S. Patent 6698685). 
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102(b) as being anticipated by Walmsley et 



9. In regards to claim 1 , Walmsley et al disclose a high speed revolving disc 
capable of leaving and ground and taking off (see Walmsley et al fig. 4 following and 
col. 1, lines 1-13 and col. 3, lines 47-61). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 



10. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Walmsley 
et al. (U.S. Patent 6698685) in view of Cucuzza et al. (U.S. Patent 4566699). 
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11. In regards to claim 2, Walmsley et al disclose what constitutes a valve ejecting 
gas/air through a nozzle in a circular fashion controlled by the valve and the disc taking 
off without any rotary motion. Note that the "puffer jet nozzles" (item 12) constitute 
Walmsley et al fail to explicitly teach that he valve is controlled by a micro processor. 
However, Cucuzza et al teaches valves (all functions of aircraft controlled by servo 
valves) controlled by a computer which inherently incorporates a micro-processor (col. 
8, lines 38-49). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of Applicant's invention to utilize a computer (with micro-processor) to control output of 
valves as taught by Cucuzza et al, since finite, quick valve adjustments may be required 
to maintain stable flight.
